'curring waves; of- unemployment.

se.ems to'be fated,';under the, present 
dispensation, thatippverty and.hunger 
shall descend on millions of Americans 
every eight or ten years. But because 
-we have a few; years of prosperity- be- 
.'tween these depressions; and^fecau^e, '- 
when the depressions , corne,- clever ; 
Stunts are devised to ward off actual 
starvation, we manage to pretend that 
problem is not, after all, so very press- 
ing. 


What have these jobless Nebraska 


men been given, any way? A chance to 
work all winter long'for no pay; a 
chance to give the best efforts they 
have in order to keep from starving. 
They get, in other .words, the mini- 
mum; 
and-it is not taking anything 


away from the intelligence and kind- 
ness of this judge to say that they are 
not getting enough. 


The danger that confronts us now 


is that we may be too easily satisfied. 
It is not enough to know that hungry 
men have been kept from dying. The 
defects in our civilization which put 
them in danger .of dying still remain; 
and until we have made'a determined 
and whole-hearted effort to remove 
those .defects we can have no excuse 
for feeling that things are being man- 
aged properly.

BDLOW BLACKMAILED 


Professor Johannes Hallcr, author of a life of 


Prince Eulenburc that Is reviewed In our book- 
review department has written a sensational ar- 
ticle for the Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung' in 
which he argues that a childhood love affair be- 
tween Bulow's wife and a Polish pianist was one 
of tho major causes of tho World War. Here are 
the facts. Princess Bulow, who was born the 
Princess Maria Camporeale of Bologna, had been 
a pupil of Liszt, and had met a gifted piano 
virtuoso named Karl Tausig who wrote her a 
number of passionately devoted love letters which 
she always kept locked in a little Inlaid box. The 
princess, before marrying Bulow, had been the 
wife of Count Donhoff, -but tho Vatican, In ac- 
cordance with tho principles so clearly expound- 
ed in the latest Papal Encyclical, annulled the 
marriage so that she might marry Bulow.

In 1869, he made a voyage of 
great danger and1 hardship through 
the grand canyon of the" Colorado 
river, the valuable results of which 
brought him into scientific, promi- 
nence.

Congress established in 1879, the 
United States Geological Survey, of 
'Which he waa director from 1881 un- 
•Ul-1894. He died In 1902.

Asselin said backfire from

Use of Coldframe 


Plants grown In the window of 


any dwelling: are likely to become 
drawn and spindling, and here is 
where the expert plant grower re- 
sorts to the use of a coldframe or 
a sash-covered pit in which to fin- 
ish off his house-grown plants. 


A frame six by six feet, located 


on the south side of the garage or 
in any well protected southern ex- 
posure, and covered by two stand- 
ard three by six-foot hotbed sashes 
makes an ideal place for growing 
the plants until time to set them in 
the garden. The back or north side 
of the frame should be 20 to 24 
Inches high and the front 12 inch- 
es high, with the ends sloping to 
fit the sash. 


About four Inches of good screen- 


ed soil should be placed in the bed 
and the plants transplanted directly 
into the soil. Or simply level the 
natural soil in the bed and set the 
flat window boxes upon it. 


On cold nights the bed may be 


protected by covering it with straw, 
an old rug, or with regular plant 
bed mats. On sunny davs the bed 
will need ventilation, ot first by 
lifting the sashes a trifle at the 
lower end. Then as the weather 
grows warmer the sashes can be 
raised more and more and finally 
removed entirely in the daytime.

Sassman will be compelled to plant 
an emergency hay crop as he has 
been top dressing his new seeding of 
Ifalfa since last fall with barnyard 


maniac ctucct from I.Ia btablea. Ho 
also top dressed his old seeding last 
summer and is now repeating the op- 
'eratlon, on the same old seeding. 


Mr. Sassman decided three years 


ago when he lost his stands, that he 
must fertilize his field to make alfal- 
fa a sure crop. He says that while 
alfalfa fits a field to raise corn and 
small grain. It must have lime and 
phosphate to live through Wisconsin 
winters and to produce large yields. 


As feed for dairy cattle, hoga and 


poultry, Mr. Sassman says that soy- 
beans are the equal of the best alfal- 
fa hay. He ought to know, since 
three years ago he lost all his alfalfa 
planted 10 acres of soybeans In the 
spring for hay and tested it for pro- 
duction in comparison with alfalfa. 


He plowed his alfalfa field In the 


spring after he had lost all hope of 
getting a crop, made a good seed bed 
and drilled soybeans at the rate of 
one and one-half bushels of seed per 
acre when the ground was warm af- 
ter corn planting time.

each member binding himself by a 
written contract to do all his ship- 
ping through his own association. 
While a few changes have been made 
In the wording to make It applicable 
to the shipping of livestock, the con- 
tract suggested Is practically a copy 
of the contract of the Pure Milk 
Products' cooperative. The contract 
of the livestock shipping associations 
and of the Pure Milk Products Coop- 
eratives have been approved by the 
Wisconsin Department of Agricul- 
ture, and the federal farm board. The 
original stood the tests of the courts 
after the Northern Tobacco Pool 
made It the signed agreement of 
members.
